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New art lockers scheduled to be completed this fall 


The old lockers were 
closed more than 

a year ago, leaving 
art students without 
storage space.

Art students who have been lugging 
art boards, canvases, paints and sketch- 
books around campus for the past year 
may soon get some relief: new art lock- 
ers are scheduled for completion by the 
end of this semester. 

The old art lockers have been closed 


for more than a year due to tagging 
issues and concerns about health and 
student safety, according to Director of 
the School of Art Jay Kvapil. Since the 
lockers’ closure in fall 2012, university 
officials have considered alternative 
storage spaces for art students. 

“Tt’s been a long grueling process to 
get here, but it looks like we’re going 
to get all the lockers we requested and 
spread them out throughout the facili- 
ties,” Kvapil said. 

According to Kvapil, the plans for 
new lockers in Fine Arts 4 have already 
been approved, and their installation 
will begin sometime around Thanks- 
giving. He said the prospective comple- 
tion date is the end of this semester. 

Once installation of lockers in FA-4 
is complete, lockers in Fine Arts 3 will 
then be installed. Kvapil said that if any 


funding is leftover, he hopes lockers will 
also be added to Fine Arts 1 and 2. 
Plans for the new art lockers, pro- 
jected to cost between $150,000 and 
$170,000, include two types of lockers: 
smaller compartments for paint, brush- 
es and books as well as larger, locked 
flat files for canvases and similarly 
sized materials, according to Kvapil. 
College of the Arts Senator Gregory 
Ruiz said the new lockers also have a 
resistant coating so that graffiti does not 
become a problem like it has in past years. 
The old art lockers, which are now off 
limits, became a problem when students 
as well as outsiders began decorating the 
lockers, mostly with spray paint, Kvapil 
said. The lockers were closed due to

CSULB presidential search 
committees to visit campus 


The committees will 
ask campus members 
for their input.

Members of the Cal State Long 
Beach community will have a chance 
to tell the trustees selecting the next 
university president what qualities 
they would like to see in F. King Alex- 
ander’s replacement. 

The first meeting of the Trustees’ 
Committee and Advisory Committee 
for the Selection of the President will 
explain the search process, its confi- 
dentiality and confirm the schedule 
of meetings involved, according to a 


campus-wide email sent by Interim 
Provost and Senior Vice President for 
Academic Affairs David Dowell. 

The Trustees’ Committee is com- 
prised of Cal State University Trustees 
Roberta Achtenberg, Margaret Fortune 
and Lupe Garcia, Assembly Speaker 
John A. Pérez, CSU Trustee Chair Bob 
Linscheid and CSU Chancellor Timo- 
thy P. White. The advisory committee 
includes representatives from the cam- 
pus and community. 

CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp 
said the meeting will allow members 
of CSULB and the Long Beach com- 
munity to share with the committees 
what characteristics they want in the 
next university president. 


“This is the first open meeting, and 
it’s really about the input from all the 
various stakeholders,” he said. “This 
is the opportunity for everyone to give 
their input.” 

Uhlenkamp said the committee will 
take that feedback into account and use 
it to tailor the presidential search. 

“Tf everyone says, “You know what, 
the next president of [CSULB] has to 
have X,’ the committee will meet af- 
terwards and acknowledge that, ‘Hey, 
everyone wanted this, the next presi- 
dent should have this,” Uhlenkamp 
said. 

At the meeting, the roles of each 
committee in the presidential search 
will be defined, and if a timeframe for 


picking the next president has been 
established by then, that will also be 
shared, Uhlenkamp said. 

Uhlenkamp said the meeting is an 
important way for members from dif- 
ferent areas in the community to voice 
their concerns. 

“There aren’t a lot of opportunities 
like this,” he said. “I think everyone 
should go.” 

Faculty and other campus members 
have recently claimed the presidential 
search process does not have enough 
transparency. The CSULB Academic 
Senate passed a resolution Thursday 
calling for more transparency in the

The University Student Union ball- 
rooms were enriched with the vibrant 
sights, sounds and smells of Saudi Ara- 
bia on Monday. 

The USU ballrooms were filled with 
Saudi Arabian music, pictures of Saudi 
Arabian lands projected on a screen 
and the smells of authentic Saudi Ara- 
bian foods. 

The CSULB Saudi Students Organi- 
zation (SSO), a newly formed organiza- 
tion on campus, held the event for the 
first time in the university’s history to 
honor Saudi National Celebration Day 
as well as the organization’s opening 
day. 

More than 200 guests of all ages, 
including children and grandparents, 
attended the event, as well as some at- 
tendees wearing traditional Saudi Ara- 
bian clothing. 

Saudi National Celebration Day 
marks the 83rd anniversary of Saudi 
Arabia’s unification by King Abdu- 
laviz, aecarding ta Ahmed Khayvat. a 
graduate student in computer engineer- 


ing and president of SSO. 

All were welcome to join the event 
and celebrate Saudi culture by tast- 
ing authentic Arabic foods, drinking

genuine Arabic coffee and viewing a 
documentary on Saudi Arabian cul- 
ture. 

At the entrance to the ballrooms, 
SSO members greeted guests with 
traditional Arabic coffee, raffle tickets 
and treats. 

Yaser Almahdi, a freshman inter- 
national student and SSO volunteer, 
greeted guests at the door with free 
name translations into the Arabic lan- 
guage. 

The food offered at the event in- 


cluded hummus. tabula. sweet dates 
and lamb kabsa, which was specially 


ordered for the event, Khayyat said. 
The event included free photo booth 

sessions that allowed attendees to take 

pictures while wearing traditional Sau- 


di clothing. 

“This is the best way to intro- 
duce our culture to the community,” 
Khayyat said. “Many people don’t 
have a good understanding of Saudi 
Arabia.” 

SSO members said common miscon- 
ceptions about Saudi Arabian culture 
led them to hosting the event, the first 
of its kind on campus. 

“Tt am very happy to celebrate with 
my brothers,” Abdullah Salem, a fresh- 
man international student, said. 


The event was funded directly from 
the pockets of SSO members, accord- 


ing to Suhayb Najjar, a sophomore 
international student and treasurer of 
SSO. 

“T am excited and somehow ner- 
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vous,” Najjar said. “We want it to be a 
really good event.” 

Attendees at the event said they were 
excited to experience Saudi Arabian 
culture firsthand. 

“T am looking forward to the music, 
food and learn more about the heritage 
and culture,” Merhawit Tweolde, a ju- 
nior, said. 

The members of the SSO said they 
hope to eliminate misconceptions 
about Saudi Arabian culture by holding 
similar events. 

“We hope people learn about our cul- 
ture because many people have a bad 
idea about it,’ said Ahmed Zainuddin, 
a freshman international student and 
SSO social activity manager. “We want 
to show how we celebrate.” 
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safety concerns when local gangs be- 
gan tagging the lockers. 

The old art lockers had one en- 
trance, no windows and rows of lock- 
ers that blocked most lines of sight. 
Kvapil said the layout and the build- 
ing’s being open 24-hours a day made 
student safety a big concern. 

“If someone were to really be 
hurt, we wouldn’t feel good at all,” 
Kvapil said. 

After the art lockers’ closure, art 
students spoke out at Associated 
Students Inc. Senate meetings, and 
former COTA Senators Paul Suteu 
and Kalifa Sprowl authored a resolu- 
tion that urged the university to pro- 
vide art students with new lockers. ° 

Funding and a difficult planning 
process, however, prolonged the in- 
stallation of the new lockers, which 
were supposed to be in place by the 
beginning of the semester, Kvapil said. 

“The reason I ran for office was to 
get the art lockers opened,” Ruiz said. 

Kvapil said COTA originally 
looked into creating an outdoor pavil- 
ion for the art lockers but with an esti- 
mated price tag of roughly $500,000, 
the college could not afford it. 

Though relief is approaching, art 
students are still burdened by the 
lack of locker space. 

“Tt sucks to have to bring your 
artwork back and forth, two days 
a week when you are only going 
to work on them in class,” Steven 
Lonberger, an animation major, 
said. “The lockers would have been 
really fun to see and use.” 

Lonberger said. as long as the 
new lockers have space for student 
supplies, he is happy with the plans. 

The art department is the largest 
department at Cal State Long Beach 
with 2,000 majors and the largest 
school of art at a public university in 
the country, according to Kvapil. 
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Federal VA program comes to CSULB 


VetSuccess on Campus has brought a counselor to campus to help 
answer veterans’ questions about federal benefits.

Cal State Long Beach was chosen by 
the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs 
to join the VetSuccess on Campus pro- 
gram, making it one of 94 colleges across 
the country to take part in its services. 

In becoming a part of the VetSuccess 
on Campus program (VSOC), CSULB 
will now have a federal Veterans Affairs 
counselor to provide VA outreach, sup- 
port and assistance for veterans who have 
questions about their federal benefits, 
according to the VA website. 

CSULB is one of 62 universities 
across the country where the program 
was added this fall. 

With more than 400 veterans on cam- 
pus, the VSOC program will allow vet- 
erans to walk into the counselor’s office 
with any questions or needs pertaining to 
VA federal benefits, rather than waiting 
on the phone to speak with a representa- 
tive, according to Marshall Thomas, 
director of CSULB’s veterans affairs. 

“Some veterans interact with the 
[U.S.] Department of Veterans A ffairs for 
healthcare services, GI bill, or home loans 
and things of that nature as well,’ Thomas 
said. “It can be a long process sometimes 
waiting in lines, waiting on the phone, or 
things like that. The ability to have a Vet- 
erans Affairs counselor work on campus 


is areally positive thing.” 

Thomas said he believes the pro- 
gram will help veterans on campus. 

“Interpersonal relationships are the 
most important thing we have,” he 
said. “If you sit across the table from 
somebody, you are going to communi- 
cate much better.” 

Thomas said the VA contacted him 
about bringing the VSOC program 
to CSULB. After calling San Diego 
State University, 
one of the first 
campuses to have 
the program, and 
receiving a posi- 
tive response from 
SDSU, Thomas 
went ahead with 
bringing the pro-

“With LBCC having more veterans, I 
believed it would be a great thing to ex- 


Daz’s job is to raise 
awareness about the VSOC program 
through outreach, including direct 
emails, posters and social media posts. 

“No new funding comes with this,” 
Thomas said. “Daz works for the depart- 
ment of veteran’s affairs. She just works 
in our office. It’s a great deal for our uni- 
versity. I think it’s good to build a bridge 
between a federal and state entity.” 

Daz’s office is located in Founda- 
tion Building Room 220.

Approved by a majority of 
conservative lawmakers, the House 
spending bill has attracted some 
fans and some critics. 

“The American people don’t 
want the government shut down, 
and they don’t want Obamacare,” 
Speaker of the House John Boehner 
(R-Ohio) said to CNN. “Now it’s 
time for the United States Senate to 
listen to them as well.” 

One of the bill’s main detractors, 
Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid 
(D-Nev.), disagreed. 

“In case there’s any shred of 
doubt in the minds of our House 
counterparts, I want to be abso- 
lutely crystal clear: Any bill that defunds Obamacare is dead, 
dead,” Reid said, according to the LA Times. 

While we are unsure if the Affordable Care Act will live up to its 
expectations, we are opposed to the Republicans’ latest attempt to 
use it as a bargaining chip. 

It’s ridiculous that lawmakers in Congress have not yet resolved 
the government’s spending habits. Waiting until this time to discuss 


budget cuts before a looming government shutdown is irresponsible. 
For years, both parties have argued about the implementa- 


tion of the Affordable Care Act. 
Instead of bickering about a law that was signed by Obama 


in 2010, lawmakers should focus their energies on making cuts 
in other areas to keep the government running. 

With Reid’s statement, it’s clear that the bill approved by the 
House will be dead on arrival when it comes to the Senate.

French bill proposes necessary reform to beauty pageants 


From bicycles to hot air balloons, France is no 
stranger to good ideas. 

On Wednesday, France had another great idea. 

The French Senate voted to ban beauty 
pageant events for girls under the age of 16, 
according to the BBC. 

The measure was added to a bill that plans to 
address paternity leave, child support and several 
other issues aimed at gender equality. 

While most of us have probably never been to 
a child pageant show, many have seen or heard of 
shows like “Toddlers & Tiaras” and “Here Comes 
Honey Boo Boo.” 

CBS reported that “Honey Boo Boo” averaged 
2.4 million viewers last year. 

After France’s decision, it seems one country’s 
entertainment is now another’s crime. 

Under the Senate bill, France can dole out up 
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to two years in prison and a $40,000 fine to any- 
one helping or encouraging underage pageants, 
according to BBC. 

A prison sentence seems too much for conduct- 
ing a beauty pageant. 

These competitions, 
however, can be very 
damaging to young girls. 

Letting little girls 
dress up as though they 
are in their 20s is not the childhood we should 
be giving our youth. 

French lawmakers seem to think so. Through 
this Senate bill, some French lawmakers are 
making their thoughts on beauty pageants 
known: that these events overly sexualize 
young participants and teach an overemphasis 
on beauty. 
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Chantal Jouanno, author of “Against Hyper- 
Sexualisation: A New Fight for Equality,” said, 
“Let us not make our girls believe from a very 
young age that their worth is only judged by 
their appearance.” 

I couldn’t agree more. 
Young girls are at the 
will of their parents, and it 
is impossible to tell if they 
truly enjoy the pageant pro- 
cess or are just trying to please their parents. 

The parent’s attitude toward beauty pageants is 
key and too many are living vicariously through 
their children or just using them as a tool to win 
competitions. 

Padded bras, high heels, revealing cloth- 
ing and spray tans do not qualify as “playing 
dress up” anymore. 
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It is taking advantage of vulnerable children, 
and if parents see nothing wrong with it, maybe a 
legal ban is what we need. 

Not all aspects of these pageants are negative. 
Some may argue it’s similar to enrolling your 
child in a soccer league or dance class. 

Team sports like soccer build cooperation, 
and dance classes teach discipline and skill. 
Pageants teach you that if you are not beauti- 
ful, you are a failure. 

France has done something right with its 
proposed ban. 

The U.S. should take note of it. 

Pageants can be emotionally damaging for 
girls at such young ages, and these little girls 
should be allowed to be little girls.

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Congressional Republicans could alienate party members with bill 


With the federal government set to shut down 
on Monday, Republicans are increasingly rely- 
ing on a failed political tactic in order to force 
debate on budgetary issues. 

Republicans in the House of Representatives 
recently passed a spending bill that did not include 
funding for the Affordable Care Act. 

According to The Guardian, President 
Barack Obama said that “the most basic 
constitutional duty Congress has is passing a 
budget. But if it doesn’t pass one before Sept. 
30 ... the government will shut down.” 

This is not the GOP’s first attempt to shut 
down the federal government. Democrats have 
called the Republicans’ bluffs before. 

This has resulted in rushed. compromises at 
the last hour. 

Instead of running a tight fiscal ship, Republicans 
on the far right are more willing to push the notion 


of smaller government, which they equate to better 
government. 

When Republicans regained the majority in the 
House in 2010, it was like the U.S. gave the GOP a 


-second chance to rein in the federal government. 


Having a Republican-controlled House and 
a Democratic-controlled Senate has resulted in 
gridiock. 

The Congressional split 
does not help Obama either. 

This results in both par- 
ties inability to reach an agreement in how to fund 
the government. 

Americans who wanted smaller government and 
greater privatization could have had their voices 
listened to in Washington, D.C., but their candidate, 
Republican Mitt Romney, ulimately lost the last 
election. 

Republican efforts to thwart Democrat initia-

tives such as the Affordable Care Act have been 
seen as desperate measures because of the likeli- 
hood that there will be a Democratic president 
and a Democratic Senate in 2016. 

Facing few remaining options, House Re- 
publicans have relied increasingly on desperate 
measures such as entertaining the possibil- 
ity of impeaching the 
president in order to 
effectively shut down 
the government. 

While senators such as Ted Cruz (R-Tex.) 
and pundits such as Glenn Beck applaud the 
efforts of House GOP members, conservatives 
like Karl Rove have fought against the tactic of 
shutting down the government. 

While praising efforts by Republicans to block 
the Affordable Care Act, Karl Rove wrote ina 
Wall Street Journal editorial that defunding is 


not a feasible situation. 

“Going down that road would strengthen 
the president while alienating independents,” 
Rove said. “It is an ill-conceived tactic, and 
Republicans should reject it.” 

When senators such as Richard Burr (R- 
NC) call the Republican spending bill “the 
dumbest idea [they’ve] ever heard of,” it’s 
time to re-examine if shutting down the fed- 
eral government is necessary. 

Instead of defunding the entire Affordable 
Care Act, Congress should debate which parts of 
the act should remain. : 

It should do so without having to threaten to 
shut down the government and then claim its 
own ineptitude as political rhetoric in future 
elections.

Known for its hard-hitting and brash style, 
“60 Minutes” correspondents like Wallace made 
their names by not taking “no” for an answer. 

Instead of asking easy questions, “60 Min- 
utes” correspondents pressed and pressed until 
figures like former French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy walked off the set. 

Although it’s unlikely that “60 Minutes” 
will last another 45 years, it’s clear that its 
legacy in television news will be remembered 
for a very long time.

Last year the group’s shows were 
held at the free speech lawn. However, 
now that UMS is officially a club, it will 
be allowed to hold events at the Nugget 
once a month. 

Torres said he is excited that UMS will 
have additional meet-up events for solo 
musicians. These independent musicians 
will be able to unite and form bands that 
will eventually play at UMS shows, he 
said. 

Torres said that there have also been 
talks about recording sessions for peo- 
ple who want to make music and pos- 
sibly release it for free online.

“T would like to do a hip hop show, a

said that he doesn’t want to be an arbiter 
of tastes but rather wants to see small 
bands grow. 

“ASI doesn’t have enough musicians 
involved directly,” Speer said. “ASI is 
an important organization on campus, 
but they throw Wednesday concerts at 
noon, which don’t really make sense to 
me from musician’s perspective. You 
get out of class, and at that point you 
aren’t interested in seeing a band. We 
are trying to shoot for the times when 
concerts are usually held, in addition

Sports Federation opponents before 
conference play begins. 

The 49ers earned the right to com- 
pete against fourth-ranked Cal and 
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No. 6 UC Santa Barbara. 

LBSU’s defense was exposed 
against the Golden Bears, as they 
gave up 15 goals ina five-goal loss on 
Saturday. 

After making some overnight 
adjustments, the 49ers buckled down 
in the defensive zone to hold the Gau- 
chos to five goals on Saturday.
